NO AUTHORITY ‘TO DETAIN 
-SUSPECTED PERSONS, 


An important ruling in regurd to 
the powers of Revenue Officers ta 
detain suspected persons was mide 
by Mr. Lindscll at the Central 
Police Court yesterday afternoon, 
when he held that the Imports ind 
Exports Office was not a police sta- 
tion, and that the officers had no 
authority to detain a person, al. 
though they possersed «powers of 
arrest. ; 

The question, a3 previously re- 
ported, arose during a previous 
hearings of a distillery case in which 
the proprictor and aze fu of the 
Shing Mee Wo Distillery at 
Lyeemun were charged in respect 
of failure to record certain mash in 
their books, 

Mr. J. D, Lloyd, Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports, appenred 
for the prosecution and Mr. M, K. 
Le was for the defendants, 

His Worship asked Mr, Kleyd if 
he could give any authority for Mr, 
Taylor's previcus statement In 
Court Ghat (he bmports and exports 
offee waa a police station. 

Mr. Ddoyd replied that ar 
fre condel see GE wet tntite irdelevant 
te the merits af the canes The 
onty posable instance that might 
Ieorshewant would be whether the 
defendants bad been arrested Une 
lawwtully, that was, by person 
without the power of arre ct, 

His Worship remarked that 
the Court was only, concerned with 
whether the men were or were not 
yuilty of the altence, but in eross 
oxamination Mr. Taylor nad mids 
aostatement: which. Mr Le Yd 
challenged, ‘Tiawe yor any: ale 
thority or net?” asked his Worship. 

Mr. Lleyvd quoted the ‘Tobacco 
Ordinanee in which it was laid 
than that “police station” Includes 
the offices of the Superintendent; 
the Liquor Ordinance nnd the 
Ophum Ordinance, which menthoned 
“police station or the office of the 
Superintendent of Imports and Ex- 
ports.” 


Crown Solicitor Consulted. 


Mr. Lloyd said that he had con 
aulted the Crown solicitor, aid he 
desired it to be brought forward 
that when a revenue officer mide an 
arrest, he had to take the person 
drrested back toe his headquarters

{nto as to whether the officer was 
justified in taking «other proceed- 
ings. a 

Under the 9 Magistrates’ Or- 
dinanee, continued Mr, Lioyd, a 
person taken into custody without 
a warrant “shall be brought before 
soon us Was 
practicable.” It did not say that 
he had to be taken before a police 
officer or te a police station, but if 


‘Tithe man could not be taken before a 


Magistrate within — twenty-four 
hours then he was to be taken be- 
fore a police officer with a view to 
granting bail if the police officer 
thought fit. Therefore under. the 
Magistrates’ Ordinance there was 
no question of having: to thie any 
person before a Polien officer before 
the lapse of. 48 hours, 

Reyrarding the question of the 48 
hours, Mr. Lo drew his Worship's 
attention to Section 82 ef the Sum-

OLYMPIC GAMES 
DECISIONS. 


NO COMPENSATION FOR LOSS 
OF WAGES. 


An important decision as to the 
conduct of the Olympic Gumes 
was reached at a meeting held at 
the Paris house of the American 
delegate to the International 
Olympic Committee. The meeting 
was attended by members of the 

mittee, Great Britain being re- 
presented by Brigadier-General 
Kentish, and by heads of various 
internatianal games and sports 
federations. 


The chief object was to discuss 
the question of “broken time,” 
brought forward in spite of the 
decision at the Berlin Olympic 
Conference early this year, 


The French Association Foot- 
ball Federation, among , others, 
have urged that compensation for 
wages lost through participation 
in the Games—known technically 
as “broken time”—should be allow- 
ed, since it will otherwise be im- 
possible for many of their men to 
compete at the next Games at Los 
Angeles. 


This view has been strongly op- 
posed in French quarters anxious 
to uphold the principle of nmna- 
teuriam in the Games end, as is 
wel] known, in British Olympic 


circles.

On a motion of M. Frantz- 
Reichel, the French representative 
on the Committee, it was resolved, 
first, that any’ persons being or 
having been a‘professionnl in any 
branch of sport should be disqua- 
lifted: from taking | part in the 
Games, and, secondly, that “any 
Person who accepts compensation 
for the salary or . wages lost 
through participation in the Olym- 
Dic Games will Fe disqualified from 
participation.” 


This decision, it is stated in the 
resolution, doca not cut.‘out per- 
sons who compote fn the Olympic 
Games during their regular holi- 
day, if pafd, provided that this 


reservation is not used aq an un-. 


derhand means of obtaining com.

MISSIONARIES. 


PEKING HAS NO REPORT 
. OF THEIR DEATH. 


Peking, Nov. 19. 

The German Legation: hero has 
no confirmation of the Hongkong 
report of the death of the German 
migsionary, Rev. E, Fiechle, but 
states that three Basel missidn- 
aries, Revs.* Fischle, M. Kelpper 
and EB. Walter (a Swiks),” were 
enaptured by bandits in the Kaying- 
chow district an August 17, 1929, 
Mr. Kelpper was separated from 
the other two In September of 
that year and freed on February 
3, on the payment of a random of 
about $5,600, by the Basol Mission 
at Kayingchow. 

The Chinese authorities sent 
several expeditions from Kaying- 
chow against the bandits, in at- 
tempts to obtain the release of the 
other two, but the bandits carried 
the miasionaries {into the very 
mountainous district of Pungshan, 
in Eastern Kwangtung, and 
efforts to releise them failed. 
Last news of the miaslonaries wis 
received in May when a letter ar- 
rived at the Legation from them. 

Bandits contro) most of the dis- 
tricts in the hinterland from 
Swatow, where most of the Ger- 
man mission ations are in. the 
hands of the “reds.” Only Wu- 
ping and Shanghang (Fukien) re- 
malin quiet. The German sisters 
from there have come to Swatow 
for snfety. but several German 
malty missionarica are worklng in 
the midst of great daniers, as in 
many places, the “reda™ have din- 
armed the — local so mflitin and 
dominate the situation.—Renter, 

[A Swatow correspondent report- 
elon Monday, that Rey, Fischle 
had died in captivity, Details 
wore vague, and it was only as-

The Hongkong agents for the 
Basel Mission last week received 
a letter that had been written by 
the two missionaries. It wasn dat- 
ed October 24, and in it, the men 
stated that they were in a sorry 
plight, ns a result of malaria and 
kidney trouble, and added that 
they did not. think they could hang 
out mach longer, The letter was 
accompanied by a demand from 
the bandit's chief for a ransom of 
$19,000.}

Shanghai, Nav. 19. 

The Very Rev. ©. Tierney, 
Superior of the Irish Mission of 
St. Columban, . at Kienchang, 80 
miles south-east of Nanchang. 
(Kiangsi), has been captured by a 
communist band. No details of 
his kidnapping are available, 

This makes a total of 24 foreign 
male and female missionaries, who 
are held captive by bandits and 
comniunists,.—Rerler, 


Hunan Conditions, - 


Shanghai, Nov. 1. 

Reports from Hunan state that 
the influx of bandits 9 and Com- 
munists from Kiangsi is making 
conditions in Hunan worse. 

The Augustinian Mission head- 
quarters here state that eighteen 
out of thirty-three missionaries in 
Hunan are at present missing. 
Conditions are now the “worst 
sinee the Augustinians went into 
the province half a century ago. 
The fact that so many are miss- 
ing, however, does not necessarily 
means that all have been cap- 
tured, us it ia believed some are 
hiding, and others by — de- 
vious routes are finding their way 
to Hankow.

The Augustinian Mission pro- 
perty in Pingkiang, Huajang, and 
Lichow was-recently looted, when 
those towns were captured, At 
Lichow Fathers Ictsnro and 
Leopoldo were captured, but seven 
Chinese sisters fied with 300 
orphans under their care.

FAILURE DENIED. 


London, Nov. 19. 

The Dominions Secretary, Mr. 
J. H. Thomas, summing up the 
work of the Imperint Conference 
to-day, referred to inter-Impurial 
relations. 

He said the value of the British 
Constitution lay in- the fact that it 
was unwritten; neverthelcsr, 
legislation by tho United Kingdom 
Parliament would be necessary to 
remove the existing legal restric- 
tions on the logistative powers of 
the Dominion Parliaments and to 
confer on. the Dominions complete 
legislative ‘autonomy, so that the 
declaration of “equality of status” 
made at the 1926 Conference might. 
become effective. 

It fs proposed, sald Mr. Thoma. 
that the Jaw which effects this 


will be known ay "The Statute of bh 


Weatminster," and it) ix recom 
mended that it should be panaca 
by the British Parliament in time 
to come into operation on Decem- 
ber 1st, 1931. 

Mr. Thomas denied that the 
economic side of the Conference 
had been a failure.
